FdW men have had greater influence on Warren 
and its residents than Father Diamond, rector of St. 
Joseph's church, whose passing, alth< ugh believed im­ 
pending for many months, nevertheless seems to tome 
as a severe shock to the entire community. 
Father Diamond's influence did not begin or end 
with his work as pastor of St. Joseph’s church. He was 
an inspiring preacher and leader, but his advice and 
assistance reached almost every activity in «.he com­ 
munity, whether it was religion, sport, welfare work, 
or civic projects. Enterprising, capable and forceful, hi1 
mixed idealism and realism in just the right proportions 
to make of himself an outstanding citizen. 
His service 
to Warren cannot be measured in dollars and cents, or 
by other physical standards, but that it is great and 
enduring none can deny. 
His passing is a distinct loss 
to the borough and county, as well as through the dio­ 
cese and state. 
It would be impossible here to pay tribute to the 
many fine qualities of virtue and helpfulness that Father 
Diamond exhibited through the years of his residence 
in Warren. 
Above all he loved his church and his pari­ 
shioners, and nothing was ever left undone to promote 
the best interests of both. 
The thing that entitles him 
to rank among the greats and near greats is the fact 
that while his church came first, always, he found time 
to g iv e of his own services and advice, toward the pro­ 
motion of almost any project to help further the best 
interests of his beloved Warren. 
He loved sports, including baseball, football and 
basketball, and the enjoyed just as much helping to 
make such entertainment possible for others. No person 
ever enjoyed the theatre more than Father Diamond. 
In good health he seldom missed a picture and he could 
always be found helping to put across promotions and 
contests to arouse interests in those things in which he 
himself found so much pleasure. 
Father Diamond always was among the front ranks 
of the hardest workers for any project that had for its 
purpose the uplifting of humanity. 
In addition, how­ 
ever, his private benevolences always given quietly and 
generously, can never be estimated. 
Father Diamond was the type ol a man who never 
wearied of helping others, nor did he burden them with 
his own cares. 
Able and virile searcher after the right 
as he saw it. his life and actions were marked with 
consideration for the other man. 
Through a long and 
outstanding career he counted his friends in all religions 
and every walk of life, by those with whom he came 
in contact. 
When he preached, he preached well, just 
as when he loved, ho loved well, and would do anything 
for a friend. 
We an* deeply sorry to sec so lovaiil* a man leave 
us. Certainly in a da\ of strain and struggle, there are 
all too few men willing to extend themselves for another, 
or fight for the right as they see it. 
Friendliness and gentleness an* attributes which 
never fade, for they make their possessor rich long 
after the mortal frame is gone. 
These attributes will 
keep the name of Father Diamond green among those 
who knew him for time to come.
